RATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Warrington  Corporation  -  the  offices  of  the  hater  Dept.,  are  at 
Dinners  Brow,  Warrington. 

All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  the  Lyrxi  source  now  supplying 
Grappsnhall  and  parts  of  Stockton  Heath  is  softened. 


The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
However,  instances  of  taste  complaint  of  a  chlorophenol  taint  have 
arisen,  due  to  the  interaction  of  chlorine  with  other  matter.  These 
occur  intermittently  and  at  isolated  places;  in  no  case  has  excess 
free  chlorine  been  found. 


The  Water  Engineer  supplies  oopi.es  of  reports  cn  chemical  analysis 
and  bacteriological  eoca-.1TLr4.tion  of  water  samples  taken  by  his  staff. 

All  238  Bocteri ologica.l .  y  chemical  and  3  lead  determinations  were 
s  at i sf ac  tory . 


In  addition  this  department  carries  out  sampling  for 
bacteriological  examination  of  mains  and  private  so.'^li.es  twice  per 
year.  Eight  samples  were  taken  ~  all  proved  satisfactory,  hnere  a.s  a 
result  of  sampling  pri.vate  supplies  have  been  established  as 
unsatisfactory,  notices  advising  that  the  water  be  boiled  or 
chlorinated  prior  to  using  for  drinking,  dietetic  and  dairy  purposes 
are  sent  and  repeated  quarterly  to  the  owners  and  occupiers. 

Arising  out  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  letter  of  1  7th  November, 

-i  'jCl,  concerning  load  in  drinking  water  giving  CM  parts  per  million  as 
the  upper  limit,  samples  were  taken  from  7  points  and  in  no  case  was  a 
significant  amount  of  .lead  detected*

dwellings  and  population  supplied  are  in  the  appendix.

Cesspool  emptying  Service  -  The  two  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are 
used  for  de sludging  septic  and  settling  tanks  on  Council  and  private 
property,  and  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil.  The  Council  give  a  free 
service  for  emptying  wholly  domestic  septic  tanks  once  per  year  on 
application,  the  applicant  to  have  the  access  covers  of'  the  tanks 
loosened,  and  opened  up  in  readiness.

.infestation  is  due  to  lack  of  hygiene  from  the  unsatisfactory  keeping  of 
animals  or  poultry.  Warfarin,  with  a  wheat  meal  base  is  used  with 
satisfactory  results.

The  jiivanley  site  has  had  one  amenity  block  completed,  A  site 
at  Appleton  is  being  run  down,  the  ]ud  being  required  for  Housing 
Development;  another  site  at  Gr  appeal,  all  has  been  refused  renewal  of 
Planning  Permission,  owing  to  an  unsatisfactory  access.  Other  sites  are 
well  maintained.  However,  that  residents  al  use  of  caravans  by  people  w.imh 
young  families  presents  problems  to  the  occupiers  1 s  made  evident  by  the 
number  of  Council  House  applications  from  such  people.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  I  only  took  up  my  appointment  on  October  1st,  this 
report  has,  of  necessity,  to  be  interim  in  nature. 


The  decision  to  extend  my  area  to  cover  Runcorn  in 
addition  to  Mid-Cheshire  reflects  a  changing  policy,  by  which  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officers  will  be  relieved  of  routine  administrative  duties,  and 
enabled  to  devote  more  time  to  medical  administration  and  the  development  of 
a  community  health  programme.  Given  this  change  in  policy  it  is  possible 
to  adequately  cope  with  two  Divisions  with  the  assurance  that  in  the  event  of 
any  serious  emergency,  assistance  will  be  available  from  the  County  Council’s 
medical  staff. 


The  plans  for  the  development  of  Health  Centres,  Polyclinic 
and  District  Hospital  in  the  Hew  Town  hold  exciting  possibilities  for  tho  fu-tuj 
development  of  a  closely  integrated  health  team  serving  the  community. 

I  look  forward  in  1968  to  progress  being  made  in  bringing  together  into  a 
.single  tea;:',  the  various  members  of  the  County  Health  Department  operating  at 
Divisional  level,  a  very  necessary  pre-requisite  to  the  above, 

I  could  no  t  close  this  forward  without  expressing  my  personal 
appreciation  of  the  invaluable  assistance  Mr.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Bridges  and  his 
staff  have  given  me  since  my  appointment. 

Finally,  Ladies  end  Gentlemen,  nay  I  thank  you  for  your 
support  and  interest.

A  very  satisfactory  level  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria , 
Whooping  Gough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  has  been  maintained- 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  programme  for  the  bivision 
has  now  been  transferred  to  the  County  Council  Computer.  The  scheme  became 
operative  on  the  1st  February  1967,  the  first  children  being  sent  appointments 
to  attend  immunisation  clinics.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the 
General  Practitioners  own  immunisation  sessions  were  brought  on  to  the  computer 
and  appointments  sent  out  for  their  patients. 

Briefly  the  scheme  operates  as  follows  : - 

The  Health  Visitor  requests  the  consent  of  the  parents  to  their 
child's  immunisation.  At  the  same  time  they  indicate  whether 
they  wish  the  procedure  to  be  carried  out  by  their  General 
Practitioner  at  his  siirgery  or  at  a  County  Council  clinic. 

This  information  is  then  fed  into  the  computer  and  when  the  child 
is  three  months  old  and  subsequently  as  required,  the  computer 
prints  an  appointment  card  which  is  sent  to  xhe  parent. 

At  the  same  time,  a  detailed  list  is  sent  to  the  General 
Practitioner  or  Clinic  Doctor  indicating  the  names  of  the  children 
called  for  immunisation  and  giving  details  of  the  procedure 
to  be  carried  out.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  _Hj>^DICAPPFP 

Social  and.  Handicraft  sessions  for  the  physically  handicapped 
are  organised  by  the  VhR.V.S.  in  Frodshaxn  and  Stockton  Heath  ana  I  would  like 
to  express  ray  appreciation  for  the  help  which  they  so  freely  gi.e. 

In  order  that  the  Local  Authority  services  can  fit  into  a 
continuous  spectrum  of  service  for  the  physically  handicapped  closely  linked 
with  Hospitals  and  General  Practitioners,  there  is  a  need  to  widen  the  scope 

the  facilities  we  offer. 

Our  particular  tasks  lie  inthe  long  term  rehabilitation  of 
the  patient  with  the  aim  of  re-integrating  him  fully  into  society.  Where  this 
is  not  possible,  our  objectives  should  be  to  play  a  major  part  in  the 
maintenance  of  maximum  function  and  independence  of  the  chronically  handxcappeu, 
whilst  at  the  same  time,  providing  facilities  to  make  life  more  interesting 
and  fruitful  -  hence  I  hope  to  see  developed  individual  and  group  cccapat 
therapy,  social  and  cultural  activities,  hydrotherapy  and  work  therapy. 

At  the  same  time  the  Health  Visitors,  by  their  knowledge  of  the  family,  will  be 
in  a  position,  in  co-operation  with  the  family  doctor,  to  help  in  resolving 
the  emotional  problems  and  strains  in  the  family  relationships  which  frequently 
arise  as  a  consequence  of  a  person  becoming  physical.].:/  handicapped. 

One  can  extend,  this  concept  to  include  disabled  elderly 
persons  in  parts  of  the  rehabilitation  programme  and  also  carefully  selected 
patients  who  are  recovering  from  a  mental  illness.  Tnere  is  also  a  need  to 
develop,  in  co-operation  with  the  hospital  services,  speciax  Social  clubs  end 
other  activities  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Car  Badges  for  the  disabled  Drivers 

Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  ana  can  only  walk 
a  very  limited  distance  are  eligible  to  receive,  cn  application,  two  stick-on 
car  badges  identifying  them  as  physically  handicapped.  This  scheme  was 
introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to 
receive  extra  consideration  when  parking,  but  it  musv  be  remembered  th~ 
possession  of  the  badges  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever. 

Three  apnli  cat  ions  wTere  received  during  the  year.

During  the  past  year  continued  progress  has  been  maintained 
in  the  social  and  work  training  programme  at  the  Northwich  Adult  Training  Centre 
In  the  field  of  domestic  and  genera.1  housework  skills,  the  adaptation  of  a  small 
room  into  a  flat  has  proved  a  great  success. 
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Whilst  social  and  work  activities  continue  to  progress 
together,  physical  education  is  by  no  means  neglected.  P.E.  sessions  are 
geared  to  the  trainees  capabilities  to  enable  them  gain  the  maximum  benefits 
both  physically  and  educationally,  i.e.  spatial  judgement,  perception  and 
anticipation. 

At  ail  times  trainees  are  encouraged  in  speech  and  to 
express  their  own  particular  viewpoint  in  all  subjects. 

The  work  training  programme  encompasses  a  wide  variety 
of  skills,  each  with  a  definite  value.  Craft  activities  include  woodwork, 
upholstery  and  decorative  wire  manipulation.  Industrial  contract  work 
is  also  executed  by  trainees  -  such  work  provides  an  identification  with 
industry  arid  helps  to  infuse  trainees  with  a  sense  of  community.  The  standard 
of  work  in  all  operations  is  high  and  output  in  the  assembly  of  electrical 
components  Las  increased  well  beyond  initial  expectations. 

There  is  integration  of  the  sexes  in  most  activities 
and  the  value  of  this  is  reflected  in  improved  social  behaviour. 

December  saw  the  event  of  the  annual  Xmas  Party  and  everyone, 
exception,  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  festivities.
